A week ago today (Saturday, 
August 15) Allan and I left Whea- 
ton and went by frain to Lewis- 
town, Pennsylvania. There we at- 
tended services of the Evangel 
Baptist Chureh, whose pastor is 
Rev. Joseph F. MacMullen, my 
husband’s brother.

(And so, at last, to the subject 
of music!) We are now at the 
home of Allan’s parents. 


This reunion has included five 
families, and again I’ve seen dem- 
onstrated the universality of 
music. All from different states 
and provinces, two families of us 
from another country, we still 
can gather around the piano and 
enjoy playing and singing. So it 
is always for Christians; in any 
gathering you can start up an 
old hymn or Gospel song and 
others will chime in, to praise 
the Lord. It’s wonderful to be a 
Christian! 

Here’s something we might 
think about. Some Christians turn 
up their noses ‘at choruses and 
Gospel songs. They say, “Give 
us the good old, dignified hymns 
of the church. None of this cheap 
stuff for me.” Is it right to look 
down on something which is the 
expression of a heart’s love for 
God and which has blessed many? 
Of course we ought to have the 
wonderful hymns, the music for 
praising the Lord. But who can 
hear Redd Harper’s “One Step At 
a Time” and not join in his simple 
expression of love and trust? Even 
those of us who don't prefer 
Western music must respect and 
can enjoy such music when it is 
the outpouring of a heart’s love 
for God, enjoyed by thousands. 


What about the other side? 
What of the Christian who says, 
“Oh, I don’t like that high-falu- 
tin’ music! Let’s sing some 
choruses.”” What about the Chris- 
tian who turns up his nose at “O 
Sacred Head Now Wounded” be- 
cause it’s by Bach? Here again, 
I say, let’s exercise some Chris- 
tian forbearance. If you think the 
old hymns are dull, why not 
spend a few minutes reading the 
words and letting them find their 
way into your heart? When you 
hear them, instead of saying im- 
mediately, “I don’t like that kind 
of music,” and being irritated, 
listen prayerfully and hear what 
the hymnist was_saying of God 
or about His goodness. Read the 
beautiful words to “O Sacred 
Head Now Wounded,” and think 
what sort of man Bach must have 
bean to meditate for hours on 
those marvelous words, trying to 
make the music for them. As 
Christians, we can. learn some- 
thing from all other Christians; 
we ought to try to enjoy any 
music which seeks to honor God 
and express devotion to Him. 


Well, it’s back to vacationing 
for me. I can recommend Nova 
Scotia to all an@-sundry. It’s cool 
and lovely (we sleep under blan- 
kets), it’s dotted by lovely beach- 
es, and for the _ historical-mind- 
ed, it’s knee-deep in stories and 
places to see. We enjoyed seeing 
the Evangeline country, the little 
reconstructed church at Grand 
Pre where the whole community 
of Acadians was bodily moved in 
one day.

Making Special Numbers Effective 


By Evangelist Bill Rice, Associate Editor 


In Chicago one day I visited the 
radio studios of N.B.C. in the Mer- 
chandise Mart Building. By spe- 
cial permission I went into a 
“closed” (no audience) studio to 
hear a musical program that was 
being broadcast. A young man 
stepped to the mike. He gazed 
around the empty studio as though 
there were thousands of people 
waiting to see and hear him sing. 
The orchestra played the intro- 
duction and the young man began 
his song. He leaned forward, hands 
Out-stretehed, face expressive, a 
light in his eyes, his entire body 
alert and alive as his clear bari- 
tone voice filled the room. 

As he sang, he gestured with 
his hands and his face expressed 
the mood of his song. And yet, ex- 
cept for a few technicians and my- 
Self, there was no one watching. 
At the time I thought it rather 
silly for a man to display so much 
visible expression before a micro- 
phone when there was no one there 
to watch. But a few months later 
that same young man was given 
a contract to sing on a coast-to- 
coast broadcast. Whether there 
was anyone there to see or not, he 
put everything he had into his 
Singing and it was so effective 
thousands now hear him every 
week. 


In contrast, I think of the many 


Gospel singers who slouch to the | 


platform, lean on the pulpit or 
piano and gaze at the ceiling or 
Stare into a song book as they 
Sing with no radiance on their 
faces, no lilt in their voices, 
song in their hearts. 

Isn't it shameful that a Chris- 
tian often will not work as hard 
to put across a Gospel song for 
Jesus as a professional actor will 
work to put across a secular song 
for money? Don’t you believe it 
would honor God if we would 
work as hard to get across a Gos- 
pel message as people of the world 
work to put over a secular one? 


The Voice 


‘In the nature of the case, the 
voice is of first importance in put- 
ting over the message of a song. 
There are many people with really 
wonderful voices, however, who 
cannot put over a solo. It takes 
more than a beautiful voice—it 
takes a voice that has the flexi- 
bility to express the message as 
well as to pronounce the words. 
In fact, one of the finest music 
teachers I have ever known stress- 
ed again and again the importance 
of singing thoughts and ideas rath- 
er than mere words: After all, the 
message is the thing. Therefore, 


* sometimes a song should be sung 


at a rapid pace, sometimes slowly, 
now almost in a whisper and then, 
perhaps, almost shouting. Study 
the song until you really know 
what you are trying to Say in it 
and then do your dead-level best 


to express the meaning of the 
song in the expression of your 
voice. 


The Face 


Important thoughts and motives 
normally are reflected in one’s 
face. Anger, fear, humor, love—- 
these and other emotions that are 
felt in the heart are usually re- 
flected in the face. And this should 
be true of a Gospel singer. Of 
course someone is going to Say, 
“Bill Rice is trying to make actors

out of Gospel singers, and to be 
an actor is to be a hypocrite.” 

This is not true! 

tather, I want a Gospel singer 
to feel deeply the message of his 
song. Feel it so deeply that it will 
show in his face and thus add to 
its effectiveness. Time and time 
again I have heard people say, 
when speaking of Darrell Freleigh 
or Ellis Zehr, “It is wonderful to 
hear him on the radio but, oh, you 
should be where you can see his 
face when he sings!”

The Eyes 

When someone is looking at you 
his glance may take in your whole 
body but his gaze will be centered 
on your eyes. The eyes are the 
windows of the soul, a fair index 
to character, and usually give a 
clue to what one is thinking. 

More than that, the eyes help 
hold the attention of the audience. 
Every public speaker quickly 
learns to keep his eyes moving 
from face to face among the con- 
gregation. This is one of the rea- 
sons why a preacher who reads 
his sermons is apt to be far less 
interesting than one who does not. 

Your eyes are e focal point 
of your face. Keep them eager, 
alert, alive and full of your mes- 
sage. And keep them on your 
audience. They will help you put 
your song across. 


The Posture 


The way you stand and move 
speaks volumes. Your very posture 
can tell others you are tired or 
mad or unhappy or discouraged. 
What’s more, it is likely to tell 
you the same thing! Did you ever 
see a soldier on a parade ground 
marching along with his head 
down, stomach bulging, feet shuif- 
ling and arms dangling? No! And 
you never will! Uncle Sam tells 
his soldiers, “Stand _ straight- 
belly in, chest out, chin up, eyes 
front”! 

This builds morale but it does 
more than that—it says to the 
enemy, “Here comes a fellow who 
is going to knock your block off.” 
It will certainly make him sit up 
and take notice. And it will have 
the same effect on the fellow in 
the pew. He will feel, “Here is a 
singer who has a job to do and 
he clearly intends to do it.” 


So don’t lean on the pulpit nor 
the piano, don’t slump over a 
chair, but stand erect or, perhaps, 
with shoulders’ back, leaning 
slightly towards your listeners. In- 
cidentally, thé old expression, 
“Keep on your toes,” applies here. 
You will not only have fine con- 
trol, but more volume. Watch your 
neighbor the next time she has to 
yell loudly for her youngsters— 
you will notice she will instinc- 
tively raise up on tiptoe! 

Prayerfully study the words and 
message of your song. Decide how 
you ought to phrase the words, 
when you ought to stop for breath. 
Try to become so familiar with it 
that you can keep your eyes on 
the audience most of the time. 
Mean it so deeply that your face 
will reflect the message. Keep 
your entire body alert and alive 
as you sing. Dedicate your entire 
being to God in order to put your 
song across and make the mes- 


sage effective for Him.

“A year or two ago I began to think: Bob, Jr., and I spend a great 
deal of time flying, and I am getting old. Something might happen to 
us, and I wanted to be sure that Bob Jones University would carry 
on successfully if the Lord tarries and Bob and I should die. My son 
and I talked it over, and we decided to recommend that the Board 
of Trustees rewrite the University charter and add to its doctrinal 
position all of the administrative policies that make successful the 
carrying out of the purposes of the institution. 

“This charter was amended at the annual meeting of the Board 
at the close of the 1951-52 school year. The amended charter was 
recorded in the court records of Greenville County and at Columbia, 
the capital of the State. When we took this stand, the Devil began 
an attack, but we had a charter that made it mandatory that the 
school be run as it had been run all these years or be closed. God gave 
us victory, and we have had so many new and wonderful blessings. 
The prospects were never as bright as they are now. God supplies 
our school with all the teachers and all the executives we need. He 
takes care of our financial needs. We have a great God! 


“The prospects for the coming school year are brighter than they | 


have ever been before. The slogan for the coming year is ‘Morale 
Building.’ It is my opinion that the next ten years will be the most

~ @S a way to Heaven, but so does 


Moses; for in Leviticus 18:5, we 
read, “Ye shall therefore keep my 
statutes, and my judgments: 
which if a man do, he shall live 
in them.” 

Jesus makes this duet a trio 
when on two occasions He an- 
swers the question: ‘“‘What shall I 
do to inherit eternal life?” by 
telling the inquirers to keep the 
law. 

One day a fine young man came 
to Him and said: 

“Good Master, what good thing 
shall I do, that I may have eternal 
life? And he said unto him,.... 
tf thou wilt enter into life, keep 
the commandments. He said unto 
him, Which? Jesus said, Thou 
shalt do no murder, Thow shali 
not commit adultery, Thou shalt 
mot steal, Thou shalt not bear 
jalse witness, Honour thy father 
and thy mother: and, Thou shall 
love thy neighbour as thyself.’— 
Matt. 19:16-19. 


Not only did Jesus tell this 
young man to keep the command- 
ments in order to inherit eternal 
life, but He told a Jewish lawyer 
the same thing. We read the story 
in Luke 10:25-28: 

“And, behold, a certain lawyer 
stood up, and tempted him, saying, 
Master, what shall I do to inherit 
eternal life? He said unto him, 
What is written in the law? how

said, Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, with all 
thy soul, and with all thy strength,

2. It Is A Difficult Way. 
The way of personal righteous- 


mess is a way to Heaven but it is 


a difficult way. Paul, Moses, and 
Jesus are agreed that for a man 
to get to Heaven by the way of 

rsonal righteousness, he must do 
the things required by the law. It 


Cr is not enough that he tries to do

them; or that he promises to do 
them; or that he is sorry that he 
has not done them; or that he had 
done some of them; or that he 
has done all of them some of the 
time; but he must actually do all 
the time, all the things demanded 
by the law, or a voice from Heav- 
en breaks like thunder above his 
head saying, “Cursed is every one 


that continueth not in all things | 
which are written in the book of | 


the law to do them” (Gal. 3:10). 


|No partial obedience is acceptable. 


If a man should like fifty years in 


Sinless perfection, do one thing to| 


displease God, and then live an- 


other 50 years in sinless perfec- | 
forever | 


tion, that one sin would 
separate him from God, 
Jesus became his Saviour. 
We compare ourselves with our 
neighbors to our advantage. We 
say, “My neighbor curses,” or 
“My neighbor drinks, and I don’t; 
I have a better chance of get- 
ting to Heaven than he.” Listen, 
you might as well miss Heaven by 
a million miles as to miss it an 
inch. We are not to measure our- 
selves by our friends or acquaint- 
ances, but by God’s requirements. 
We shave a rule in our Sunday 
School that for a child to be in 
the nine-year class he must be 
nine before April 1. If the child 
was born one minute after mind- 
night on April 1, he must remain 
in the eight-year class. (We must 
follow some rule.) So it is in the 
spiritual realm. God does not say 
that we must almost reach His 
requirements, or that it is all right 
if we just barely miss them. He 
says that we must “do” them. 


8. But It Is An Untraveled Way. 


The way of personal righteous- 
ness is such a difficult way that 
it is an untravelled way. Many 
have attempted to reach Heaven 
by this way, but no one has suc- 
ceeded. No one has the perfect 
righteousness required, 

By the way of personal right- 
eousness, Abraham, God’s friend, 
could not reach Heaven because 
of his deceit. By the way of per- 
sonal righteousness, David, the 
man after God's own heart, could 
not reach Heaven because of his 
murder. By the way of personal 
righteousness, Simon Peter, Jesus’ 
apostle, could not reach Heaven 
because of his profanity. By the 
way of personal righteousness, the 


unless 


woman whom Jesus did not con- 
demn, could hot reach Heaven be- 
cause of her adultery. By the way 
of personal righteousness, the thief 
to whom Jesus promised Para- 
dise, could not reach there be- 
cause of his dishonesty. By the 
way of personal righteousness, the 
Publican, whom Jesus declared 
justified, could not reach Heaven 
because of his sinfulness. By the 
way of personal righteousness, 
Zacchaeus, whom Jesus said was 
saved, could not reach Heaven be- 
cause of his crookedness. 

And if God’s Word be true, none 
of us will ever reach Heaven by 
our personal righteousness. 

Psalm 14:2,3. declares: ‘The 
Lord looked down from heaven 
upon the children of men, to see 
if there were any that did under- 
| Stand, and seek God. They are all 
gone aside, they are all together 
| become filthy: there is none that 
'doeth good, no, not one.”’ 

Jesus said in John 3:3, “Except 
a man be born again, he cannot 
see the kingdom of God.” 

And Romans 3:10 says, “There 
is none righteous, no, not one.” 

In Roman 7:18,19 Paul gives his 
'own experience, and it is my ex- 
perience and yours: “For I know 
that in me dwelleth no good thing: 
for to will is present with me; but 
how to perform.-that which is good 
I find not. For the good that 1 
would I do not: but the evil which 
I would not, that I do.” 

To be truthful, each of us could 
daily repeat the words of the 
Episcopal Prayer Book which are: 
“We have erred, and strayed from 
thy ways like lost sheep. We have 
followed too much the devices and 
desires of our own hearts. We have 
offended against thy holy laws. 
We have left undone those things 
which we ought to have done; and 
we have done those things which 
we ought not to have done; and 
there is no health in us.” 

So the way of personal right- 
eousness appears and vanishes like 
a mirage in the desert, and is more 
difficult to follow it than to find 
the pot of gold at the end of the 
rainbow. 

Billy Sunday, in speaking about 
going to Heaven, said, “Yes, you 
can go to Europe and not take a 
ship—the swimming is good; but 
the sharks are waiting for the fel- 
low who takes that route.” The 
way of personal righteousness is 
an exceedingly difficult way and 
the person who chooses it has lit- 
tle forethought and still less know- 
ledge of the Scripture. 


meeting in Ft. Worth, Texas, in 
1952, imagined a young man buy- 
ing a new car, calling his friends 
'together and announcing a trip. 
Said the young man, “I am going 
from ‘Texas to Florida, but not by 
the highways. I'll curse the bridge 
builders and the highway engin- 
eers. I'll disregard the swamps, 
the ravines, the mountains. 
Straight across country I'll go.” 
Of course the trip would end in 
failure. In an even greater and 
everlasting. failure will end the 
trip of anyone who attempts to 
reach Heaven by the way of per- 
sonal righteousness. 


4. A Purposeful Way. 
By now you are probably ready 
to ask, “Preacher, if the way of

personal righteousness is so diffi- 
cult that no one ean attain Heav- 
en by it, why does God even men- 
tion it in His word?” You have a 
pertect right to ask and I'll 
God answer. Romans 3:19-20: 

“Now we know that what things 
soever the law saith, it saith to 
them who are under the law: that 
every mouth may be stopped, and 
all the world may become guilty 
before God. Therefore by the deeds 
of the law there shall no flesh be 
qustified in his sight: for by the 
law is the knowledge of sin.” 

God will have no boasters in 
Heaven; so the law shows us our 
sin and effectively shuts every 


mouth. We also read in Galatians 


3:24, ‘“‘Wherefore the law was our 
schoolmaster to bring us unto 
Christ, that we might be justified 
by faith.’””’ Mr. Cruden, in his Con- 
cordance, tells us, “The Roman 
pedagogue (school master) did 


' 
not teach, but was a slave whose | 


duty it was to take the child to 
school.”” God's law simply takes us 
by the hand and leads us to Jesus. 

Men are so proud that they will 
not accept salvation as a gift un- 
til there is nothing else that they 
can do. The way of personal right- 
eousness becomes a wrestler who 
throws us on our backs and leaves 
us pleading for mercy. It becomes 


a doctor who diagnoses our disease | 


and leaves us begging for the 
remedy. It drowns us in the sea 
of our sin and leaves us calling 
for the lifesaver. 


Let's look at the rich young ruler 
again. He came to Jesus without 
any conviction for sin; therefore 
could see no need for a Saviour. 
Jesus, in an attempt to bring 
about this conviction, told him to 
keep the law. This young man, 
completely blind to his spiritual 
condition, claimed to have kept the 
law from his youth up. He even 
claimed to love his neighbor as 
himself, (Matt. 19:19). Jesus, try- 
ing one more time, says, “Well, 
if you love your neighbour as 
yourself, then you will not mind 
selling your property and sharing 
it with the poor.” The Master 
hoped that this young man would 
see his selfishness and sin and ask 
for mercy. Had this Ruler done 
so, Jesus doubtlessly would have 
told him, even as he told Nicode- 
mus in John 3, to believe and re- 
ceive salvation as a gift. 

The best thing that can happen 
to a human being is to discover 
the impossibility of reaching Heav- 
en by personal goodness. A young 
lady discussing her spiritual wel- 
fare recently told me that she was 
to the place that she would like 
to have her old heart torn out and 
made over. What a wonderful op- 
portunity to tell her about Jesus 
who makes hearts over! The pur-

Many people with music and 
good voices will not join the choir 
because it means a second mile, 
an extra night, personal sacrifice. 
If you truly loved Jesus, your 
heart should leap at the invita- 
tion to join the choir and sing for 
Jesus in His church.
